Tbe Red man possessed tbe town last 
night, and they whitewashed it a bril- 
liant Vermillion. 

Shortly after fl o'clock a cavalcade 28 
strong, with several traveling on foot and 
otherwise— mostly otherwise— arrived 
from Bradyville. j .ining some M or more 
that had already reached the city from 
Manchester and Aberdeen. 

These, supplemented by some .thirty 
horses and other Injuns from Wyandotto 
Tribe, wobbled their way U the C. and 
O. Station to meet the Augusta contin- 
gent, which came 88 and a 12 barreled 
brass bund stroo.;. 

The Augustans would have sen' more, 
but it required all the extra rolling stock 
of the C. and O to carry the name of their 
Tribe— and The Leduer hasn't enough 
type or space to give it all within the 
limits of this article However, this is 
the part of it that g u here— Paughcaugh;

Starting from the C and O. Station the 
proCAMloD,— arrayed chiefly in fuss and 
feathers —passed through the principi 
Streets, going East as far as the Ball 
Paik. rounding up and dUmountiug 
the Market Street BtpiMftdl 

All along the route there were thi 
sunds of spectators who were sometimes 
delighted and sometimes scared at tbe 
unique spectacle presented— the first 
"Trail" of Hedmeu ever given in Mays 
ville. 

On the Esplanade the Injuns indulged 
in a war dance, capping the climax by 
lifting the lid off a paleface. 

After the Trail the Chiefs and the War 
riors and the Braves went through tbe

Under present conditions it wera worse 
than felly to squander tbouiandi of dol- 
lars upon reads which can be of no es- 
pecial value to tbe people at large. 

The plan ef paralleling the main pikei 
is a more than foolish one, In that it 
would require considerable time to build 
tbe roads and then a term of years before 
they would be in good passable condition. 

The proper method, in our bumble 
judgment, is to negotiate for the pur- 
chase of the main pikes already built, 
conditioned always that the price shall 
be satisfactory. 

Once in possession of the roads, which 
have cost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars and many years of labor, the people 
may at once begin to travel over them 
without waiting for new roads to be- 
come settled and smooth. 

Mason county should profit by the les- 
sons of other counties. Already that 
portion of the Maysville and Lexington 
Turnpike lying within Fayette county 
bas been bought by tbat county; and tbe 
following letter clearly shows the temper 
of the people of Bourbon in relation to 
'.he purchase of tbat portion of tbe Bame 
turnpike which extends through tbat 
county:

AUSTIN CORBIN, 

The Well-Known New York 
Banker, Killed in a Runaway. 



• His Coachman Died From His In- 
juries a Few Hours Later.

KtfwTOST, N. n.. June B. — Mr. Austin 
Corbin ami his nephew, Corbln Etlircll, 
with Dr. Paul Kunzier and Coachman 
John Stokes, started on a fishing trip 
about three o'clock Thursday after- 
noon. On going out of the yard at the 
farm house the horses shied, tipping 
over'the open carriage, throwing the oc- 
cupants down an embankment about 
eight feet against a stone wall. The 
family saw the accident from the piiizza 
and hurried to his assistance with the 
farm help. They found Mr. Corbin 
conscious but terribly wounded. His 
nephew and the doctor were also con- 
scious. The coachman was uncon- 
scious and apparently hurt the worst 
of all, They were carried to the home 
and doctors Rummone.L Mr. Corbie's 
injuries were very serious, a compound 
fracture of the right leg above 
the right knee, a fearful scalp wound 
over four inches long on the fore- 
head, cut through to the skull; one on 
the right side of the head three Inches 
long and the hip and cliin cut badly. 

Dr. Kunzier was thrown ott» the wall 
and sustained a broken arm ami 
i-prained an k le, so far as known, and 
Corbin Edgell has his leg twiw broken 
between the knee tOO ankle. John 
IStokes, right leg broken between the 
knee and ankle and sustained u frac- 
tured skull. Stokes died from his in- 
juries about six o'clock without regain* 
ing consciousness.

Mr. Corbin died at 9:49 Thursday 
evening, shortly nfter the arrival of 
Dr. Cflley from Boston.
